in front, and as near as possihie to Un- 
commercial square, to give all protec- 
tion to British subjects in case of need. 
Trade is completely at a stand, all i.s 
terror and dismay in the city; no one. 
dare show himself out oi'doors for fear 
of being insulted. 


The Gazette of 25th ult. shows that 


the tyrani intends to lose no time in 
putting his absolute power into execu- 
tion. It contains a decree for the im- 
mediate trial, or rather execution with- 
out trial, before a military commission, 
of all who have taken part in the insur- 
rection. 


Many of the provinces of Russia, as 


also the greater part of Hungary, are 
in revolt; and some faint hopes arc cn- 
tenained that these movements may 
yet give encouragement to the Poles, 
and once more unite them against their 
oppressors. 
The spirit of the army, 


by some accounts, is said to be unbro- 
ken. 


TheDutchess of Kent has refused to 


attend the coronation of King William. 
That event was to have taken place on 
the 8th of September, the dale of our 
latest paper.

"To-day a monarch strong in 


the affections of bis people goes forth 
to receive with ihe solemnities of reli- 
gion, and amid the honest acclamation 
of his subjects, a crown which is conse- 
crated by that highest and purest histo- 
rical glory which is associated with 
the consolidation of a nation's liberty.""

al Jankowski and Bukowski (who bad 
been acquitted of the charge of conspi- 
racy brought against them) were drag- 
fed from their houses and hanged ; and 
it is said that about 50 persons lost 
their lives. 
The Government found it- 


self compelled to deprive General Dem- 
binski of Ihe chief command, which he 
was, however, obliged to assume again, 
contrary to his inclination, a few hours 
afterwards.
